they will not neglect any really good speech of public interest. Then, again, the 


dress given by experienced reporters and editors to speeches passing through 


their hands is not to be overlooked.

outside public cannot be fair judges in the matter.

Str,—I was very much pleased with the able leading article, in your last — 
week’s impression, respecting the Conversionist Gala ; but you do not suggest 
any means whereby the mischief done by the Conversionists may be counteracted 
and nullified. I think it a disgrace, that in a city like this, where there is so 
much real poverty, a society should be allowed to drag out its mendacious exis- 
tence without any purpose whatever. I have no doubt that the Jewish com- 
munity would be very much obliged to you were you to continue writing articles, 
going in medias res; pointing out, by statistical facts, how many respectable 


_ Jews have been inveigled in their meshes since the foundation of the society ; 


how many illiterate ones, how many have received the society’s money over and 


over again ; and, in fine, what it has cost per head, and what is the result? You 


should, like Cato of old, have for your peroration the motto Delenda est Societas; 
until the end you have in view be successfully attained, and your wish be 
accomplished. I have no doubt it would entail a great deal of trouble ; but, if 
once the eyes of our fellow-citizens be opened to the futility and inutility of 
the Conversion Society, and to the bad use to which their money is misapplied, 
depend upon it, that, before long, the society will die a natural death. Now, as 
to the means whereby this may be accomplished. {[n the first place, let your 
leaders be forwarded, weekly, at the cost of a society (to be formed), to all 
those who have hitherto wasted their money by subscriptions or donations to 


| the C iety : and, likewise, be distributed at the doors, in a pamphlet 
months, the boy is still at Hanwell School, and is being educated as a Christian. — angie heaters A ee 


form, at the next May meeting. Your leaders should likewise expose the tricks 
of the society, the previous careers of the missionaries, and the enormous amount 
of money that is wasted. If that means be unsuccessful, and they will not 
listen to reason and common sense, then let us try the other means, and see 
what sarcasm and satire will accomplish. Form a second society, which would 
entail less expense than the former, to be entitled, “Society for Promoting 
‘Christianity among Christian clergymen.” It is not so very long since one was 
found guilty of murder ; another, latterly, of an awful offence; and they are 
constantly being punished by the law for adultery, theft, drunkenness, &c. Let 
a list be printed of all such clergymen, and published side by side with a detailed 
statement of the number of Jews who have been converted during the same 
period by the instrumentality of all the bribes, temptations, and money of the 
Conversion Society. If this do not succeed in 1878, try again in 1879 ; and so 
on until success crown your efforts. Surely if the conversion of one Jew to 
Christianity be worth so much, how much more laudable will it be to save the 
soul of a Christian, and that one a disciple of Christ himself. I would only ask 
them of what use it is to entice us, who taught the Ten Commandments to 
mankind, to leave our religion, and embrace one whose teachers and preachers 
habitually disregard every one of them.

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DEAN STANLEY ON “OUR COMMON CHRISTIANITY.” 


_ We now proceed to consider the other characteristics which the Dean 
vindicates for Christianity exclusively. To it he ascribes the supreme import- 
ance attached to “charity, purity, truth and humility.” If the Dean by “charity” 


means the disposition to think well of a neighbour, to protect him from slander, — 
backbiting and evil report, we do not know how special importance can be 


claimed for it in the name of Christianity, when Judaism, centuries before the 
rise of the new religion, so emphatically taught “Thou shalt not hate thy brother 
in thy heart”; “Thou shalt’ not go about as a tale bearer among thy people” ; 
when we are informed that.Miriam experienced the effects of divine displeasure 
because she had talked against Moses ; when the Psalmist enumerates among 
the — privileged to sojourn in God’s tabernacle, him “that back- 
biteth not with his tongue, nor doeth evil to his neighbour, nor taketh up 
a reproach against his neighbour.” Similar dicta are scattered all throughout 
- the Psalms and many of the prophetical writings. But if by charity is meant 
alms-giving, then we willingly admit that Judaism recugnises another ethical 
principle to which it assigns a much higher position than to charity, and to which, 
in ease of collision, charity has to give way. This principle is justice. To it 
the greatest importance is attached throughout the Hebrew Scriptures. It is not 
our intention here to weigh the two againsteach other. Suffice it to have stated 
as a fact, that while Christianity—at least theoretically—assigns to charity the 
first place in its ethical code, Judaism reserves it for justice, placing charity 
next, 


instincts, if in cases of the clashing of the two they have denied the sinfulness 


of the violation of justice. In one of the appendices to Dr. Newman’s Apologia 


Casnists of the Roman Church, therefore, have only followed the Christian 


| 


pro vita sua a casuist, highly esteemed among Roman Catholics, distinctly . 


states that a starving person who should steal a loaf of bread does not commit 
a sin, despite the invasion on the right of property. No Jewish casuist would 
express such an opinion—each in his decision thus following the ethics of his 


creed. Whether society could exist at all were the Christian principle followed. 


- in practice by the magistrates, may greatly be doubted. 


But how is it that the Dean overlooked that other great Christian principle, 
as frequently and as emphatically, if not even more so, dwelled upon, throughout 
the New Testament as charity—faith? Is it that.the Dean picks and chooses, 
places in the foreground what agrees with his own views, and presents doctrines 
as they are reflected in his own mind, as they are shaded off and colored, as 
they filter through his brain, disregarding them in the form in which they 
are deposited in the Christian Scriptures? Should such be the case, the Dean 
would not stand alone. He would only follow the example set him by great 
luminaries of the Church, who, in process in time, simply pushed into the back- 
ground inconvenient doctrines which at one time served as pillars, but which at 
subsequent periods became points of weakness, and on the other hand did not fail 


to draw out from their obscurity germs of new tenets, nursed and exaltedthem until 


they filled an undue space in Christian sentiment, simply because they might be 
used to serve a purpose. Take for instance the doctrine of the speedy return of 
the son of man in the clouds of heaven to judge the quick and the dead, and to 
asher in the kingdom of heaven, expected to take place in the very life-time of 
some of those at least to whom the announcement was made. Take for instance 
the expected millennium which so powerfully helped on the Christian movement 
in its early stages. TLow they were allowed in subsequent ages to fade away in 
the memory of the faithful, simply because they would have proved the delusion 
under which the new faith was ushered into existence. On the other hand, take 
the doctrines of the atonement or of the Trinity, of the remission of sins, of the 
Eucharist and others. How they were gradually pushed forward and developed 
until they filled the whole foreground ; and this in proportion as they proved 
useful in the dissemination of the new faith. | 
Is the Dean following these precedents in pushing forward Christian aspects, 
which, be thinks, would, in the fresent mood of the civilised world, prove 
acceptable, and keeping out of sight those which, for the same reason, might just 
now rather prove deterrent than attractive? It seems so; for he, in addition to 
charity, claims for Christianity purity by way of eminence, urmindful of the 
repeated injunctions in the Law of holiness referred to in our last, which as the 
major surely includes purity as the minor and in addition to purity as its out- 
ward symbol—cleanliness. And what are we to say of the Dean’s claim to 
truth for Christianity ? How could he have overlooked the scores of passages 
in the Law, Psalms, Prophets and the historical writings, condemning all false- 
hood with an energy such as is not found in any of the Christian writings, and 
exhorting to truthfulness with an earnestness and vehemence such as is not found 
in any other religious code? Surely it cannot be necessary for us, on this sub- 
ject, to make any Scriptural quotation. Open the Hebrew Scriptures at any 
page, and the chances are you will meet with one or more passages bearing on 
this subject. And “humility”? If the Dean by this term means the inculca- 
tion of the doctrine of man’s vileness, according to which he is a compound of 
everything that is base and detestable, is a demon from his very birth and 
cannot raise himself by his own efforts unless aided by special divine grace, and 
which results in that incessant self-accusation as the most despicable of sinners, 
in that incessant whining and crying for mercy, the Dean 1s perfectly right. 


Judaism knows nothing of this sort of humility. . On the contrary, it invests — 
man with a high dignity, endows him with free will, and teaches that by its" 


exercise, without any extraneous help, he can raise himself to the elevation of an 
angel or lower himself to the sunken state of a demon. But if by this term is meant 
that knowledge of self whereby the mind is able to guage itself and those around 
it, is free from all pride and overbearing and avoids to arrogate to itself spiri- 
tual boons and privileges which it denies to others, then surely Judaism incul- 
_ gates it by precept and example with an emphasis at least equal to that with 
_ which it is taught by Christianity. The only virtue for which Moses is praised 
is that of humility, not meekness, as rendered in the Anglican Version. The 
Prophet tells us to walk humbly with the Lord our God. The Sage ef the Bible 
Zi totes that wisdom abides with the humble. The Psalmist cannot sufficiently 
extoll the privileges of the humble (O%3y) or afflicted and meck, as generally 
rendered in the Anglican Version. ae | 
And how can the Dean claim for Christianity by way of eminence “the 


necessity and possibility of continued progress both in the individual and the 


race,” when it has stereotyped its ideas in a series of dogmas from which no 


_ believer may depart without forfeiting the name of Christian, when these dogmas | 
are at open war with science and are emphatically given the lie by every advance — 


made in its path and by nearly every one of its results? Need we exemplify 
_ this statement? Take in hand any catechism and any modern manual of science, 
and the incompatibility of the contents of the two with each other will,as the French 
say, leap into the eyes. That there are enlightenment and progress in Christendom 
we do not deny.

por £0 has no dogmas, or at least only such simple ones as do not in the least 
amper the inquiring mind; and the bulk of the ordinances which it lays 
down are only binding upon the descendants of the patriarchs, leaving the human 
race quite free to accept from Judaism as much or as little as may be conducive 


to the promotion of its special physical well-being and mental progress. The 
individual and the human race may as far as Judaism i A 


as 1 d 8 concerned progress as 
fast as their nature and mental constitution will allow.—We confess we do not 


understand what is meant by the next characteristic of Christianity, “The 
reversal of the superficial judgment of the world.” The terms used as well as 
the whole phrase are so vague and admit of so many constructions, that it is all 
but impossible to lay hold of them. They may mean a great deal or little. We 


or prefer passing them by rather than fight what after all may only be a 
shadow. 


_ It is different with the identification of “things secular and things sacred,’ 
which the Dean claims as another exclusive characteristic of Christianity. How 
there can exist such an identification in a religion which draws such a sharp line of 
demarcation between priests and laymen, between functions sacred and functions 
profane, between objects holy and secular, is beyond our comprehension. The Dean. 
of course, may do so; but certainly notin his capacity asa priest who has subscribed 
to the thirty-nine articles, and who has accepted in good faith all the dogmas of 
the catechisms, large and small, and all the doctrines involved in the several 
Christian rites and Church prayers. The distinctions in all of them between things 


secular and things sacred are broad and deep. Why, the whole agitation of the 
burial question in our days turns upon the admissibility of a Dissenter’s burial 


on consecrated ground. It is Judaism in which this identification fully exists. 
The layman in Judaism is sunk in the priest. In fact, there exist in Judaism 


no Jaymen in the Christian sense of the word. The whole Jewish people is’ 
declared by God to be a kingdom of priests. There is not a function which a 


Jewish layman might not religiously perform just the same asa rabbi. The 
distinction between priests and laymen in Judaism, and, consequently, also 
between their functions, and things secular and sacred,.is. admitted only for 
convenience sake, but has no foundation whatever in the essence of the religious 


system. | 


We, however, must admit ‘‘the divinity of sorrow and suffering” as a cha- 
racteristic of Christianity. Of this divinity Judaism knows nothing. If 
anything, Judaism recognises the divinity of cheerfulness and rejoicing. It is 
not a religion of pessimism. It is not in a constant tremor for man’s salvation. 
It looks up to God hopefully and trustingly. It does not despair of His mercy, 
and it bids man to enjoy the good things of this world, of course, in moderation, 
and to rejoice in His blessings. Sorrow and suffering it regards as evils to be 
avoided if possible, and to be patiently borne if they cannot be avoided. Which 


is the right view agreeing better with a healthy morality we must leave the 
reader to decide. | | 


_ And now for the Dean's last characteristic vindicated for Christianity. It 
is, “The spiritual character of real religion both in worship and in doctrine.” 


That Christianity may be at present spiritual in worship we are ready to admit, 


but that it is spiritual in doctrine we cannot allow. The Christian doctrine is 
that its founder, God Himself, was conceived of a woman, was born into this 
world like every other human being, shared its wants, its temptations, was 
subject to all the vicissitudes and changes which a human being has to undergo 
from infancy to manhood, and at last expired and was buried like other corpses. 
He then rose again not in a purely spiritual state, but bodily, and at last ascended 
to heaven in this bodily state; in this state he is sitting on the right hand of the 
Father, and is one day to come back just in the same state as he ascended to 
heaven, z.e., bodily. It is the same being to whom Christendom pays its 
chief worship. How, therefore, can Christianity with such dogmas be a 
purely spiritual religion? Unless there is some jugglery in all this, some 
glamour beyond our ken, we cannot but maintain that since the work said 
to have been performed by Jesus and which alone can entitle him to 
mankiod’s veneration was performed while he was in the body, and since he 
continues to exist in heaven as a body and will return in a body to mete 
out justice to the human race, the religion established by him lacks all 
spiritual basis, and is certainly founded on a material foundation.. On the other 
hand, if there is a religion that is purely spiritual, it is, certainly, Judaism. In 
the Pentateuch God declares ‘‘ My spirit shall not strive for ever in inan.” Moses 


revealed himself on Sinai He distinctly declared ‘‘ For ye (the people) have not 
seen any shape ” (739M), and in the Ten Commandments Israel! is expressly cau- 
tioned against any materialrepresentations ofthe Deity. Of the spirituality of the 
religion enjoined by the Psalmists and Prophets we need not speak, as passages to 
this effect abound in them. Judaism, therefore, need, neither intellectually nor 


ethically, fear any comparison with Christianity. Nothing, therefore, is to be 


gained by endeavouring to depress Judaism in order to extol Christianity. If 
Christianity requires a pedestal, it must be sought for in other directions. 


It cannot subserve the Chris- 
tian structure, as, in the opinion of the Jearned Dean, might be done. 


Tue Jews or RouMANIA.—It will be remembered that we announced in 
February last that it was the intention of Mr. Serjeant Simon to bring before the 
House of Commons the subject of the condition and treatment of the Jews in 
Servia and Roumania.

have reason to believe that owing to the outbreak of hostilities between Russia 
and Turkey it is considered inadvisable to introduce the subject in the manner 
as at first proposed by Serjeant Simon, who is, nevertheless, entitled to the 
grateful appreciation of the community for his action in the matter. We also 


learn that information has reached Sir Francis Goldsmid of gross ill-usage to

I wish thus to reward the long services which you have rendered 
to the country, and to crown with my own hand the honourable career by which 


- you have rendered your name illustrious.’ ‘But,’ replied our coreligionist, ‘I 


am only, imperfectly acquainted with Turkish, I am an old man, I am afraid 
of not being able worthily to fulfil the high functions with which you deign to 
charge me.’ The Sultan replied: ‘Your past is a guarantee to me for the future; 
my government would be very happy if it counted in its midst a great number 
of servants as instructed, as faithful, and as devoted as you are. I desire that 
you should accept the dignity which I offer you.’ On this the doctor kissed 
the hem of the imperial robe, and two days afterwards the nomination was 


gazetted. 


“Never was a coreligionist in Turkey deemed worthy of such a favour, and 
all Israelites should rejoice in the distinguished honour conferred upon this 
gentleman. Noblesse oblige—Dr. I. de Castro belongs to a family which over a 
century has never ceased to defend the rights of an oppressed minority and to 
plead before the representatives of power the cause of our brethren so often 
misjudged. | | 

The doctor has been director of the military hospital of Haidar Pasha for 
the last thirty years, a member of the medical society of Constantinople ever 
since its foundation, and its perpetual Secretary. He has in different medical 
journals published most interesting articles which have been particularly noticed 
by Europe’s specialists. As an Israetite he has never been at fault. He has for 


a long time been President of the Italian Jewish community at Constantinople ; 


he is amember of the Alliance, and always ready to afford the regional com- 
mittee his valuable advice. It is he who twenty years ago placed himself at the 
head of the progressionist movement, then manifesting itself among our brethren 
at Constantinople, and who aided by our lamented coreligionist, Albert Cobn, 
and the family Camondo, has laid the foundation of the first educational 
institution of the Israelites of this country. ;

settled, that we have had no time for religious topics. Such is not the case. 
In the last six months Judaism has been as active as ever, continuing in pro- 
gress and perfecting its work. If you want to hear of work, you must ask 
about Dr. Wise of Cincinnatti, who is the working man among us American 
Israelites ; and although he makes some noise about it, there is no denying he 
does the work. The Union of American Congregations, called into existence by 
him, is making progress, and the College is doing a good share towards edu- 
cating the ministers of the future. Every possible means to make it “ pay ” 
is tried, and nobody is more inventive in that direction than Dr. M. Wise. The 
last idea was “the Roll of Honour,” in which ladies are enteied, who collect single 
dollars for the “ Indigent Students’ Fund.” Our synagogues interest us greatly. 
In this department there has been Jittle change : the small fry of doctors (every 
chazan here calls himself a doctor) keep on changing their positions in the

ANGLO-JEWISH ASSOCIATION. 


A meeting of the Council of the Anglo-Jewish Association was held on 
Monday last at the Westminster Jews’ Free School, Greek Street. Soho. There 
were present : Baron HENRY DE WorMs, President, in the chair ; Baron George 
de Worms ; the Revs, A. Lowy and P. Magnus ; Messrs. L. M. Bergtheil, H. H.

The Secretary (the Rev. A. Lowy) read the report of the Executive Com- 
mittee, which includes the following items: New branches had been formed at 
Sheffield and Bradford ; and efforts were being made to form branches in various 
parts of New Zealand. The Birmingham Branch had forwarded £11 12s., this 


- amount being the proceeds of a concert given by Jewish amateurs in Birming- 


ham, in aid of the Jewsin Roumania. Remittances to the amount of £20, £19, 
and £12 respectively, had been received from the branches at Melbourne, Bal- 
larat and Canterbury (New Zealand), and the Birmingham Branch had promised 


a remittance about £100 in excess of the previous year’s contribution. The 


Canterbury Brauch had also forwarded a vote of thanks passed to the President 


of the Association for his great exertions on behalf of the Jews in the East.— 


The arrangements for placing Mr, Iliowizi, the teacher in training for the East, 
at the Ecole Preparatoire of the Alliance had been concluded, with the view of 
his continuing his studies under the auspices of the Alliance.—A sum of £282 


3s. (including £100 voted by the Council) had been sent to Vienna, in aid of the | 
Jews expelled from their homes in Roumania. The Alliance in Vienna re-— 


ported that an influential cominittee had disposed of munificent amounts received 
from various sources, whereby 170 families were relieved, and that the allotment 
of the relief was not intended simply to alleviate the distress for the time being, 


but to serve for a more substantial system of help. The Alliance proposed to 


reserve a portion of the fund and to employ it in such a manner as to eradicate 
some of the existing causes of misery. Details were also given of a fresh 
outrage committed on a Jew in Roumania, particulars of which appeared in our 
last issue.—A correspondent who recently visited Morocco reported that the Jews 
of Azimour were no longer compelled to walk barefooted through the Moorish 
quarters, an act of humiliation concerning which remonstrances were made by a 
deputation of the Council when a Moorish Envoy visited London last summer. 
The Chief Rabbi and Elders of Azimour expressed their grateful acknowledg- 
ments for the exertions made on their behalf by the Association, The sanitary 
measures ip the Jewish quarters at Mogador (for the execution of which the 
Council had voted £40) were being carried out, and the grant appeared to 
be beneficially employed.—A letter had been received from Lord Derby, giving 
the substance of a despatch received from the British Minister at Tangiers, 
respecting the intended desecration and appropriation of a portion of the Jewish 
cemetery at Fez (Morocco). Sir J. D. Hay stated that some of the principal 
meinbers of the Jewish community had agreed to the encroachment, as the 
guard-houses to be erected on the appropriated portion would protect them from 
the tribes living outside the city. Under these circumstances, the Sultan of 
Morocco had promised to give the Jews another piece of ground surrounded by 
a wall, and to have the remains of the dead removed at the expense of the 
Government.—The question of adopting an effectual system of canvassing in 
London had been discussed at a recent meeting of the Ways and Means 
Committee, and will receive their sedulous attention in the course of the current 
year.

Holy City itself. A new power has there come into existence. 
press has sprung up. A lump of leaven has thereby been cast into the 
stagnant mass which has given rise to considerable fermentation. Several 
weeklies and one monthly—of course all of them in Hebrew—have within 
the last few years been started, and the oldest and ablest among them—the 


Habazeleth—has unsparingly shown up the defects in the communal > 


administration. We need hardly add that in the Holy Land none but 
strictly orthodox papers could maintain themselves. A latitudinarian party 
in religious matters does not exist. The differences of opinion all turn 
upon what we should in our country call strictly secular matters, although 
of course in the Holy Land things are considered from a different point of views 
The existing administration and its abuses have as may be imagined likewise 
their defenders in the local press, as inveterate abuses reduced into a system 
upon which divers interests have fastened and battened like parasites on 
healthy organisms have at all times had. The consequence is a state of 
unrest and underhand agitation within, and an almost revolutionary uprising 
of opinion without that betoken an approaching crisis. To this must 
be added the recent removal from this sublunary scene of the most 
powerful pillar of this thoroughly rotten and discredited administration. 


The recent death of the last of the very respected brothers Lruren, of 


Amsterdam, who were the life and soul and mainstay of the existing system 
has deprived the parties represented by him of that prestige and veneration 
which could not be withheld from men so zealous for the cause which they 
had embraced, so totally unselfish in their efforts for its promotion, so self- 
sacrificing in everything pertaining to IsraxEv’s well-being, so profoundly 
religious and so Gop*penetrated as they were in every one of their moye- 
ments. The submission of their own conviction to that of the chiefs on the 
part of many followers of high intelligence and independent thought, to 
whose sagacity the error of their leaders in this matter had not escaped was 
the homage paid at all times in orthodox ranks to acknowledged piety, a 
high moral bearing and saintly habits which raised themselves to become a 
traditional authority not to be questioned. Although the Amsterdam 
— Committee, for aught we know, may still be anxious to proceed on the 
beaten track—stare super antiquas vice—yet it is impossible now that it is 
no longer led by the commanding figure to which such universal deference 
was paid, that it can inspire that implicit unquestioning faith which it did 
when still presided over by the departed master spirits, 


An external factor has moreover in the right time arisen to facilitate any 


attempt that might be made in the direction of Herr Hirscn’s proposal. The

- most enlightened man, as German functionaries generally are, very benevolent 


to boot, and above all suspicion of conversionist tendencies or desiring to

gentlemen. Passing events must fortunately greatly increase his influence 
and power. We know from the papers that Russian subjects who in the 
present war do not choose to quit Turkish territory have been placed under 
the protection of German Consuls.

_ things seem ‘to converge towards one point, and that point being a change, 
and as we sincerely trust, for the better, in the mental state of the Jewish 
inhabitants in the Holy Land, and with it in its physical, social and intellectual

~ What will be the attitude of the Committee of the Testimonial Fund 
in the matter? Will it look on with folded arms at the movement, or take 
in it a part such as becomes so zealous and so intelligent a section of [snag 
as is constituted by the Anglo-Je ewish community? It is impossible that 
it can remain indifferent, or remain outside the movement, for in this case 
Herr Hirscn, and every one that shares his sentiments, may with justice 
declare “ he that is not with me is against me.” It is impossible, as has

different directions, even if not quite antagonistic, where resources, instead 


of being husbanded and nursed, are frittered away, anything worth attempt-_ 


ing can be achieved, anything durable can be produced. All efforts must be 
harmoniously blended, all aim at acommon proposed goal, all turn around one 
and the same axis. It is impossible that any improvement could be effected, 


and, in fact, any desirable result produced, if one party should attach to its 


benefactions conditions aiming at a wiser distribution of the halukwh, and the 


other should dispense its bounties regardless thereof ; if one party should insist 


upon a better education of the young and the other pay no attention to it; 
if the one party should endeavour to make intellectual progress the founda- 
tion of all superstructure, and the other should simply aim at the increase 
of physical well-being. Such efforts cannot co-exist without crossing each

Is the Oomimittes of the Testimonial Fund prepared to incur the 
lamentable, the awful responsibility of thwarting the intentions of that highly

be? The Committee may depend upon it now that the Anglo-Jewish com- 
munity is acquainted with the views of the German orthodox party, now 
that this party has made the necessary advances to the Committee, now 
that the whole German Press, orthodox and latitudinarian, has declared in 


favour of the scheme propounded that it would be disavowed and scouted 


by all those in the Anglo-Jewish community who take an interest in the 
matter, should it not seriously take into consideration the German proposal. 
This proposal has given expression to what was in the mind of the hundreds 
of the subscribers to the fund. It has given embodiment to what floated in 
the spiritual atmosphere of every Jew who does not identify ignorance with 
religion, and does not hold orthodoxy incompatible with mental progress, 
The German proposal, as it stands, may be quite incompatible with the 
English scheme as elaborated. The German proposal may require amend- 
ment and adaptation. But we can see no incongruity that could not be 
rubbed away, and no aifficulty that could not be overcome, It is true that 
‘the German proposal lays great stress upon education, while the English 
scheme has no reference to it. It may be, technically, true, as a trustworthy 
legal authority maintained, that no portion of the existing fund could be 
expended for any other purposes save those stated in the resolutions, in virtue 
of which it was launched. but where there is no plaintiff, there can be no 
defendant. If the whole Committee agreed to devote a portion of the Fund 
to educational purposes, who would find fault with it? But even if this 
were not practicable, what should prevent the Committee, or some other 
body—say the Anglo-Jewish Association, which in conjunction with the 
Alliance, is making the promotion ot education among the Jews in the 
East a speciality —from issuing an appeal and collecting a fund for the 
object commented upon, being aided in its efforts by the Committee ? 

But even if neither alternative should prove practicable there is no 
reason—the continent supplying a fund for educational purposes—why the 
Committee should not come to an understanding with the German party, so 
as to act with it in full harmony. And this leads us to the expression of a 
wish which we consider as a conditio sim qua non, if an understanding in 
the matter is to be brought about. There must be a meeting, or rather a 


conference, between delegates of the several parties interested in the subject 


in order to discuss and concert the necessary measures for the attainment 
of the common object. The object is noble and important enough to deserve 
such an effort. 
with all the means and all the intelligence at the disposal of those interested 


in it, No amount of epistolary exchange of ideas could effect that thorough — 


understanding, that necessary harmony in all details, which a few hours veryal 
intercourse would produce. A city like Berlin, Breslau or Vienna—(alician 
and Hungarian coreligionists should form integral constituents in such a con- 


| ference—would be well suited for the purpose. Time and place being agreed 
upon, the Committee might appoint a couple of delegates to represent it at 
the meeting; and we have not the slightest doubt but that there are in its — 
midst men public-spirited enough, ready te make the sacrifices required 
| by the attendance at the conference. 


An opportunity would thus be afforded to the Committee to repair an 
oversight, which we greatly lamented, committed when the testimonial was 
first started. We have only lately commented upon this oversight, and 


then considered it as irreparable. It consisted in the want of concert with the 
continental parties, known by the active interest which they had at all times 
evinced for the well-being of our brethren in the Holy Land, before the 
scheme of the Testimonial Fund was launched into the world. Fortune 
has favoured the Committee. The disregarded parties abroad haye not 
taken offence at the slight.

given me the greatest assistance in my work of benevolence, especially in my 
present work, in which Baron Alphonse de Rothschild, Baron de Hirsch, and 
Count Camondo, with their worthy representatives at Constantinople, have 
always powerfully supported me.” Morocco—The Sultan, despite the solicita- 
tions and sacrifices of the Jews of Fez, has taken possession of their cemetery 
which they hold in high veneration, since in it are buried the remains of the 
exiles of Spain. The cemetery was in the possession of the Jews 380 years. 
The Sultan has moreover declared that he will no longer allow any of his Jewish 
subjects te place themselves under foreign protection, and will not allow the 
protection enjoyed by Jews to be transmissible to their children. This is a great 
calamity, as foreign powers will have no right to inte: pose in behalf of the Jews 
in case a persecution should break out. Jaffa—M. Netter writes that a plot of 
ground will be made over to each of two of the oldest pupils to be cultivated by 
them as gardens on their own account, which greatly encourages the other 
pupils to persevere in their work.

Extra classes for French, German, Music and Drawing have bean formed, and 
the whole curriculum of the school has been improved, so as to complete its 


-conversicn into a middle-class school, “in the hope,” says the annual report for 


1876, which has just reached us, “ of thereby supplying a want which has long 
been felt by the Jewish inhabitants of the metropolis.” The number of pupils 
is 126; of the boys, 47 are Jews and 6 Christians ; and of the girls, 64 are 
Jews and 6 Christians. The balance-sheet shows a somewhat discouraging result. 
There was a deficiency of £49 6s, 9d. ‘Lhe total subscriptions were £176 19s. ;

There is, for instance, 
Serjeant Simon, M.P., who has taken the chair at one of the indignation meetings, 
called forth by the Bulgarian atrocities ; and there 1s Mr. Arthur Cohen, QC., who_ 
at strictly Jewish meetings advocated the cause of the oppressed Eastern Christians 
with great energy. 

- “Tt can, however, not be denied that these are not the sentiments of a 
very large proportion of my coreligionists. But this friendly disposition towards 
Turkey springs from a source which I feel sure that neither you, nor in fact any 
gentleman, thinking and feeling as you do, would condemn. ‘The source to which I 
refer is certainly not discreditable to them. It springs from a feeling of gratitude, 
vague, it is true, and obscured into a mere sentiment, but nevertheless powerful 
enough to produce a lasting impression, Canes | 

“When the Jews of the Pyrenean Peninsula were driven out, and the unmerited 


expulsion was aggravated by all sorts of wanton insults and cruelties, and hardly . 


any Christian country willing to receive the wretched, homeless wanderers, Turkey 
received them with open arms ; and while the fires of the Inquisition were kindled 
in Catholic Spain and Portugal for. the secret Jews who had been compelled to 
profess Christianity, and Protestant Brandenburg, under the influence of one of 
those false accusations against this unfortunate people then so common, judicially 
burnt at the stake, nearly the whole Jewish congregation of Berlin, Jews rose to 


power, dignity and wealth in the Ottoman dominions, and through their influence 


at the Porte, not rarely shielded their persecuted brethren in-Christian countries from 
an ignonominious and cruel death. ; 

“ But this was not yet all. While popes and secular princes vented their spite 
upon the literature of the Jews, confiscated their books by the waggon loads, not 
rarely consigned them to the flames, and always severely punished Jews in whose 
possession any of their books were found, their printing press at Constantinople was 
flourishing, and without let or hindrance they were allowed to reproduce the publica. 
tions under ban all throughout Christendom, and thus fill the gaps made by ignor- 
ance and fanaticism. 

* No doubt there have been persecutions in the Ottoman dominions, But they 
were only partial, were never carried on systematically, never reduced to a system as 
in most Christian countries, and the storm soon blew over. Their persecutors in the 
Ottoman dominions were chiefly Christians of the Eastern rite. Vague tradition of 
all this has penetrated the Jewish mass ; and thus created an unthinking partiality 
for the Osmanlis : 


but it is hard to fight with sentiment. | 

“ This sentiment has acquired a still firmer hold upon the mass, in consequence 
of the recent atrocious persecutions of the Jews in Roumania, and the obstinacy 
with which Servia clings to her restrictive laws against the handful of Jews, barely 
one thousand in number, and the calumnies used by the advocates of the cruel policy 
of these populations, both followers of the Eastern Church, in order to justify these 
persecutions, 

The apprehension lest the Christian races of the East when freed from Turkish 
dominion should tread in the footsteps of these populations, and that the Western 
nations would look on with comparative indifference at renewed scenes of persecu- 
tions, weigh like a nightmare upon the Jews of the West. No doubt were humane 
England or any other of the Western Powers to vindicate the cause of the unfortunate 
Eastern Christlans, there might soon be witnessed a revulsion in Jewish feeling, 


‘They would then feel assured that whatever the lot of the freed Eastern Christians, their 


Jewish fellow sufferers would share the same fate. But are the: Jews to be blamed 
if the antecedents of Russia and her traditional policy towards the Jews does not 
inspire them with the same confidence? The Romanoffs of the past, unfortunately, 
have been full of prejudice against them. Czar Nicholas persecuted them witha 
fierceness which sank deep into the Jewish heart all over the globe, and which was 
productive among his Jewish subjects of a degree of moral, intellectual and physical 
degeneracy, to rise from which it will take generations. 

_“ No doubt the reigning Czar, with the well-known benevolence which marks 
him, has repealed many of the oppressive laws enacted by his predecessors against 
them. But he has not yet found it in his heart to apply the only remedy which can 
cure the bleeding wounds and enable his Jewish subjects to raise themselves to the 
level of culture of their Western brethren. The ukase which is to place them on a 
par with the other subjects has yet to appear, and they consequently are still subject 


to various degrading exceptional laws and are still in the power of subordinate | 


officials who may vex and embarrass the Jews either from bigotry, or more frequently 
to extort from them bribes. The Russian Jew is as much under the thumb of the 
police as the Bulgarian Christian is under that of the zaptieh. The difference is one 
in degree and not in kind, and has produced its dire consequences upon the character 
of either population. = | 
“The reasoning is clear. If the governing classes in Russia have so little regard 
for the well-being of their Jewish countrymen, what solicitude will they evince for 
the fate of the Jews in other countries? 
“J have troubled you with this long letter not for the purpose of offering any 
excuse for those of my people who sympathise with Turkey and feel great mistrust 


against Russia, but simply to account for the extraordinary. phenomenon that a 


people which has suffered itself so much from religious persecution, should apparently 
be so indifferent to the sufferings of a race weighed down by equal cruelties. It is 
not because the Jews do not feel for the unfortunate Eastern Christians, but 


- that they feel still more deeply for their not less unfortunate kinsmen among 


the Eastern Christians. Once give Jews security against the possible abuse which 
the freed Christians might make of their liberty in turning against those who are 
now protected by the Turks, and the Jewish feeling for the oppressed would show 
itself in full force.. But whilst Western Christendom horrified at the Bulgarian 


atrocities looks on with indifference at the persecution of the Jews in Roumania, | 


and, England: excepted, has hardly a word of rebuke for this newest diplomatic 
creation, while the Porte in her dominions gives the Jews efficient protection, it will 
be difficult to combat that vague sentiment in the mind of a large number of Jews 
that it is more safe to trust to the Turkish sense of justice than to the feeling of 
humanity animating Christendom.

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MUSIC OF THE ISRAELITES. 
BY B. L. MUSELY, L.L.B, 
ARTICLE VI. 
‘CHARACTER OF ANCIENT MUSIC, 


Forkel® is of opinion that the Israelites had no tunes in the true sense of — 


the word, but simply a sort of sustained declamation which he calls cantillation. 
This would seem most unlikely if we remember that the Hebrew language is 
highly poetical, sonorous, euphonious, and phrased with facility. 
oetry is to speak in metre and rhythm, two of the essential elements in Music ; 

is it, then, unreasonable to affirm that a people endowed with such a vivid and 
picturesque imagination must have had some musical capacity, and that their 
chants must have possessed qualities more engaging than those of the recitative 
secco. Besides, it is supposed that all song originated in the dance, and if that 
be correct, it is the more probable that early Hebrew music consisted of short 
phrases with a strongly accentuated rhythm. Forkel’s remarks can scarcely be 
taken to relate to later Hebrew music as our traditional melodies directly 
negative such a surmise. | 

It has been assumed by Israel’s detractors that the musical perform- 
ances of the ancient Israelites were rude cacophonous, and destitute of those 
entrancing charms which constitute the main characteristics of the art. All 
this they imply from a conversation between Moses and Joshua, in which the 


- former finds it necessary to correct Joshua’s misapprehension by informing him 
that “It is not the voice of them that shout for mastery, neither is it the voice — 


of them that cry for being overcome, but the voice of a choral song do I hear 


(xxxii 18). Those who are familiar with the thirty-second chapter of Exodus 


will discover from the attendant circumstances an adequate reason for Joshua’s 
remark, ‘ A voice of war is in the camp.” It was in one sense a voice of war, 


of unholy, ungrateful war waged against the Eternal! Well may the singing have | 


been turbulent and discordant, more nearly approaching to the wild cries and 
ravings of the savage and the insane, for it was on this occasion that Israel 
forsook its God, and relapsed into the idolatry of the heathen. Music of the 
most degraded order, mingled with shouts and shrieks, were probably reckoned 
befitting accompaniments to the celebration of the abhorrent worship of the 


golden calf. The context shows that Joshua, who had gone out to meet Moses, | 


was at the time he made the observation just quoted at an appreciable distance 
from the camp, and, taking the surroundings into account, what is more natural 


than that he should have fallen into this error; besides, it should also be borne 


in mind that this upright judge may not have been endowed with a particularly 
sensitive and discerning ear,-whereas we have it on the authority of Moses—a 
skilled artist and-competent judge of music—that a choral song was being 
executcd. Whatever may have been the cultivation to which the art had 


-attained in the time of Moses, there is evidence that later on attention was paid 


to wsthetic effect. Thus in order to secure a proper balance between the voices 
and the instruments, the daily psalm tunes were accompanied by the harp and 


_ psaltery only, aud when fuller instrumentation was needed nine harps and six 


psalteries was the utmost limit permitted. In the case of airs which were better 
adapted to the accompaniment of flutes, not less than two, and not more than 
twelve, were directed to be employed with the proviso that they might not be 
made of metal, because the quality of their tone would not be sufliciently mel- 
low. One flute alone was permitted to be played at the conclusion of the 
imelody, in order to render the ‘‘ morendo” more effective. (Arachin ii. 3). 
[A somewhat analoguous expedient has been resorted to by the composer 
Haydn with telling effect in his “ Farewell” symphony. The last novement of 
this composition is brought to a close by the instrumentalists leaving the orches- 
tra in succession, until at last one solitary musician remains, who, on finding him- 
self deserted by his colleagues, disappears precipitately |. It is also a noticeable 
fact that the younger Levites, who replaced the female soprani and alti in the 
temple choir, were assigned a position below and in front of the raised platform 


(Douchan), on which their seniors stood, because, in the words of the ancient — 


Chronicler, “the voice of youths lends zest to the melody.” (Arachin iil. 6). 
A similar arrangement of the chorus is almost invariably adopted at 
the present day, and for the same reason.} | | 


Let us glance for a moment at the various states of feeling portrayed inthe — 
Psalms ; here, child-like confidense, there, complaining which in places sinks | 


almost into despondency, and is in turn succeeded by renewed assurance, In 
this Psalm gentle instruction is imparted ; in that, the sayings of profane 
deriders are denounced | 
another, a victory or former deliverance is celebrated. Jubilation, thanksgiving, 


songs of praise, in all gradations, sometimes in separate Psalms, sometimes with 


surprisingly quick transition in one and the same Psalm. Was it possible to 
sound the whole gamut of the emotions thus aroused by a musical accompani- 
ment altogether inappropriate to the sentiments intended to be expressed ? 
Those who are imbued with the grandeur of these inspired effusions will con- 
tinue to regard the poetical mastery therein displayed as a sufficient guarantee 
of an adequate musical capacity, 
Although in all likelihood the music of the temple may have excelled that 
executed at family gatherings, yet evidence is forthcoming—as evinced by the 
request of the Babylonians—that ancient secular music was brought to some 
perfection. Thus Sirach observes, “ Let the elders speak, though not while 
singing takes place, for like an emerald set in gold is the concert of musicians 
at a banquet.” | 


There is nothing in the character of Hebrew music which would lead to the 
supposition that it was at any period under the influence of, or assimilated to, © 
| At the time when the Israelites came into contact. with 


that of Greece. 
Hellenism, Hebrew music, like Hebrew poetry, had already borne its fruits, 
and it retained to the last all the unmistakeable evidences of its Oriental birth- 
place. Probably, the music of the Church owes its origin to Hebrew genius, for 
it is only natural to surmise that the first Christians, enjoined by ' 
sing the Psalms, introduced into their religious services the Psalm tunes with 
which they had from childhood been familiar. The melodies selected by them 
were of a'more gloomy and less florid nature than those transmitted to us, and 
in this consists the great distinction between the music of the Church and that 


of the Synagogue. The former is frequently sombre and ponderous ; @ mono- 
- tonous melancholy pervades it. Ours, though often plaintive and pathetic, is j. 


sweeter and more tuneful. Our ancient melodies surpass those of the Church 
in vigour, animation, aud tenderness. ont | | 
PROFESSORS OF MUSIC. | 
From what has already been stated, conclusions may be deduced as to who 
were the professional musicians, and which instruments were most practised in 
different spheres of society.

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hereditary privilege was not so detrimental to artistic excellence as one might 


_at the first blush conjecture, for this class was, as we have seen, so rich in num- 


bers (I Chron. xxiii. 5), that in its ranks there would naturally be found many 
musicians of real merit ; and as temple music was the exclusive vocation to 
which these Levites were from their boyhood trained, technical proficiency and 


_ precision must have been thereby assured. In later times, some families among 


the people became such skilful flautists, that, though they did not beiong to the 
Levites, all flute-playing in the Temple was entrusted to them.® Musical 
instruction was probably imparted by means of tradition, and it may be taken 


for granted that in these primitive times the rules were unhampered by the 
subtleties and refinements of our modern system. It is not likely that the — 


memory was exercised to any inordinate extent, as the music was chiefly required 
to give variety to the poetry by sustaining the voice of the voealist, and the 


| same phrase was constantly repeated, as in Arabian music of the present day. — 


MUSICAL NOTATION, | | 


No traces of musical notation exist which would lead us to infer that the 
Hebrews possessed any means of perpetuating their music other than by the 
employment of certain verbal expressions to indicate that such and such a 
. should be sung to a particular melody, or that a certain signal, ¢.7., 

erouah, should be played on the trumpet. The Chinese, the Japanese, and 
even the North American Indians, adopted certain methods of transcribing their 


songs. And the fact that the Greeks and other ancient natjons possessed some 


kind of notation has led some commentators to conjecture that the Hebrews 
were not without such a contrivance. M. Libermann is of a negative opinion, 
as will appear from the following observations : “It is improbable that our 
ancestors had, like us, the means of fixing their music by certain notes or signs 
in such a manner that it could have been preserved or transmitted. A quotation 
from the Talmud will perhaps throw some light upon the matter. In treatise 


Joma a certain Ben Levi is strongly censured for refusing to impart a pleasing 


phrase which he knew how to introduce when sivging the Canticles. If the art 
of musical notation had been known to them there would have been no fear of 
losing the melody which he alone was capable of performing, in spite of his 
objection to communicate the secret. Had the Levites, who were his contem- 


_ poraries, been acquainted with any system of notation, they would most 


assuredly have adopted it for the purpose of imitating and reproducing his 
impromptus.” | | 
| | NEGINOTH. 

The word Neginah originally served as the generic term for all wind 
instruments, but it was subsequently applied to the accents which are affixed to 
the Hebrew Scriptures. ‘ Hebrew,” says a learned writer, “is more than other 
languages distinguished by a strong phonetic element. Grammar and music 
seem interwoven with one another, and this characteristic is noticeable through- 
out the books comprised in the Old Testament. Every verse of the sacred text 
is supplied with marks, or, as they are technically termed,accents, having at once 
& punctuative and a musical value. So much does their musical value pre- 
dominate over the punctuative, that every verse constitutes, as it were, an 
independent musical period.” These accents are composed of thirty small 
figures and their combinations ; the Pentateuch contains twenty-five different 
kinds ; all these, however, are not to be met with in other parts of the Bible, as 
for example, Job, Psalms, and Proverbs, nor is the signification of some of them 
by any means certain. Of the number usually computed there are twenty prin- 
The neginoth may be found distributed in 
larger or smaller sets, according to the number of words in the verse or seutence, 


and each one of them occupies a fixed situation above or below the word to — 


which it belongs. By its position in the word it shows the vowel on which the 
voice must rest, and by its place in the sentence it indicates the relation that 
the word to which it is attached bears to the whole sentence. Examples of the 
signs which represent the neginoth with their names and their notation in music 
would probably have made this explanation more explicit, but such an arrange. 


it will be seen on consulting a table of accents with their musical equiva- 
lentes}? that each sign represents a group of two or nore notes and that these 
groups undergo certain modifications according to fixed principles when they 
enter into combination; by this means the different accentg are brought Into 
relation one with another. 
“are the melodious signs which have been left to us and of which there are 
three strains: one is appointed for the reciting of the Pentateuch; the second 
for that of the Prophets—with the distinction of the Haphtorah.t the tune of 
which differs from other parts of the Prophets; the third is for the reading of 
the Psalins, the Proverbs and the Book of Job.” The etymology of the names 
of the neginoth is derived from the Syro-Chaldaic dialect and their explanation 
is in general based upon the value of such characters considered as marks of 
punctuation. It is not known who was their inventor, when he flourished, nor 
the purpose to which they were first applied. As a result of this uncertainty a 
host of commentators have come forward to expound their signification and to 


| elucidate by the light of their own vivid imaginations a mystery which in 


default of authentic information must still remain unsolved. | 
Some regard these accents as having emanated from Moses.§ whereas others 


think that they are of no greater antiquity than the 10th century of the Christian | 
era. Elia Halevi, a celebrated Hebrew scholar of the 16th century, has taken 


much pains to prove that these signs were not invented until 36 years after the 


destruction of the second temple by the school of sages known as Massorites, — 


established at Tiberias, in Palestine ; he argues inter alia that as the Samaritans 
-do not admit vowel points or accents, those signs could not have been in 
existence in the time of Moses or even when the kingdom of Israel was estab- 
lished at Samaria, for in either event they would assuredly have been prescribed. 
The synagogue of Ben Ezra Sopher at Cairo contains a Bible which the Israelites 
of Egypt aflirm to have been written by Ezra himself, and, according to M. 
Fétis, the characters of this. Bible are accompanied by neginoth, If the 
authenticity of the work be admitted, it will furnish the strongest evidence of 


the antiquity of these accents. There exists at Yemen a community ofIsraclites _ 


said to have been established there ever since the time of the Queen of Saba, 
and according to the testimony of Rabbi Sappir, of Jerusalem, and Joseph 
Halevy, a distinguished traveller, this community possesses a system ef accents 
which though differing from those in vogue throughout Europe are nevertheless 
‘employed for identical purposes... It would also seem that the Caraites chant 
the Bible in accordance with a system of musical accents which were appended 
to the text anterior to the time of the Massorites. M. Naumbourg traces the 
origin of the neginoth to the Egyptians, and he concludes from their hieroglyphic 
form that they might have been borrowed from that nation during the sujourn

“The neginoth,’ observes Rabbi 8. Bar-Zemach, . 
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of the Israelites in the land of Goshen. It would appear from his account that 
these signs were in early times only known to the priests and Levites. 
According to the opinion of Ernest David and other authorities these accents 
are not to be regarded as types of ancient Hebrew music seeing that they do 
not indicate the expression of sentiments such as joy, pain and fear which it is the 
province of music to portray.t They serve merely as signs of punctuation to unite 


_ or separate words according to the sense of the phrase upon which they constitute a 


running commentary. The neginoth, like the Greek accents, also show whether the 


_ ultimate or penultimate syllable of a word should be accentuated, a eircumstance 
by which its meaning is sometimes determined. These signs differ in form, 


melody and appellation among the Germans, Portuguese, Italians, Poles and 
Orientals. M. Fétis on comparivg the Oriental and European traditional signifi- 
cation of each accent considers that those of Egypt and Syria should be preferred 
on the score of antiquity because the Semitic races dwelling in the East have 


- faithfully preserved the rites and ceremonies of their ancestors, which is not the 


case with their Western coreligionists. The minor mode is chiefly prevalent in 
the East just as in the synagogal melodies of Asia and Egypt: ir Europe on the 


contrary the character of the greater portion of the neginoth is in the major. 
_ Everything points to the conclusion that the Oriental tradition of these accents 
is the more accurate and more in conformity with primitive minstrelsy. All 


sorts of hypotheses have been entertained regarding the nature of the neginoth. 
Thus Spiedel ascribed to the vowel points the musical value of the accents and 
Kircher drew analogies between the neginoth and the plain chant of the church. 
A hebraist of the last century} attempted to prove that the accents possessed a 


_ harmonic signification, and in order to support his contention he endeavoured to 


arrange those affixed to the Song of Solomon in three part harmony. Few were 
his followers, but bis efforts in this direction have obtained due recognition 
among the collectors of musical curiosities. | | eS

MELBOURNE.—The Foundation Stone of the New Synagogue in course of erec- 
tion by the East Melbourne congregation was laid on March 20th, by Mr. Henri J. 
Hart, J.P., president of the congregation. The portion now being erected will cost 
about £3,600, but the carrying out of the whole design will entail an expenditure of 
£5,000. The ceremony of laying the memorial stone was preceded by a special ser- 
vice, held in the synagogue in Stephen Street, which was conducted by the Revs. E. 
Blaubaum, J. M. Goldreich, R. Benjamin, Greenbaum and other ministers. The 
ministers, and most of the office-bearers, accompanied by a number of the leading 
members of: the congregation, then proceeded to the site of the new synagogue in 
Albert Street, where the preparations had been completed for the laying of the stone. 
The proceedings commenced by the reading of an address by the Rev. Moses Rintel. 
On the conclusion of the address, a prayer was offered in Hebrew and English by the 
Rev. Mr. Goldreich, after which the treasurer, Mr. Hermann, by direction of the com- 
mittee, presented to the president a handsome silver trowel with which to perform the 
ceremony. Several Psalms were then sung, and the stone having been lowered with 
the usual ceremonies, the Rev. R. Benjamin offered up a brief prayer in Hebrew and 
English. After which the president, H. J. Hart, ascended the stone and delivered a 
brief address suited to the occasion. Psalm lxvii. was then sung, and the ceremony 
terminated with cheers for the Queen, the Governor, the Mayor of Melbourne, aud the 
ladies. A number of the gentlemen present then adjourned toa marquee at the 
rear, where refreshments had been provided, and “ Success to the undertaking” was 
warmly proposed and drunk.—The annual distribution of prizes to the pupils of the 
Melbourne Hebrew School took place on March 1&8th,in the Melbourne Synagogue, 
and in the presence of about 500 ladies and gentlemen. Mr. Lewis M. Myers, Presi- 
dent of the Melbourne Hebrew Congregation, occupied the chair. The chairman read 
a report which gave a very gratifying account of the progress of the school, showing 
an average attendance of about 200 pupils whose school fees amounted to about £300 
per annum. Two of the pupils (both under 16 years of age) were presented for exami- 
nation at the University. One of them, Joel Freedman, passed both the Matriculation 
‘and the Civil Service Examinations ; and the other, Albert Cohen, passed the Civil Ser- 


- vice Examination, New buildings were erected about 12 months ago, consisting of two 


large school-rooms, an infant-room and a class-room, altogether capable of holding 
300 pupils. New furniture and school apparatus on the most modern principles 
have been provided. During the past year, also, the teaching staff has been 


augmented by the appointment of two Jewish pupil teachers. Mr. Nathaniel Levy, — 


the Secretary, read the report of the examiners in the subjects comprised in the 
febrew and English curriculum, in both of which very good progress had been made 
by the pupils. The prizes were then distributed by the Chairman. Prizes to the 
amount of £35 were promised for the next annual distribution in 1878, and a sum of 
£40 was subscribed by those present for the annual picnic given to the children of 
Votes of thanks were accorded to the gentlemen who acted as hon. 
examiners; to the principal of the school, the Rev. R. Benjamin ; to the head 
master, Mr, T. T. Smythe; to Mr. M. Myers, the senior Hebrew teacher, and other 
members of the teaching staff; also to the Chairman ; and the proceedings were 
then closed by the school choir singing the “ National Anthem.” | 7

The corpse was removed to the mortuary, and the sister was taken to 
the infirmary ward of the workhouse. The room was packed to the ceiling with 
dilapidated tables, trunks, boxes, rags, and street refuse. The bodies of the sisters 


and the room were literally swarming with vermin. Bags of silver and‘copper were — 


found and taken possession of by Mr. Burrows, the coroner’s officer, but other boxes 
had been removed ransacked, and returned to the room.—NSarah Bailey said, in 


evidence, that she did not know the age of the deceased or her occupation ; she had | 


lived in the house with the sisters for 15 months, but had only seen them three or 
four times outside the door.—Isaac Jacobs said he had known the deceased and her 
sister for several years, and he believed they lived by the proceeds of begging.—Mr.

Jews and Bulgarians have voluntarily contributed 16,000 piasters towards the 
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Russta.—The Germania publishes an article, of which the following is a— 


translation : ‘‘ Russia draws her sword against Turkey as a champion of liberty 
of worship and of humanity. But how does Russia behave towards the most 
inoffensive Jewish population? This well deserves our attention if it be consi- 
dered that this population amounts to three millions, consequently double the 
opulation of Servia and Montenegro together, which has given so much trouble 
to European diplomacy. The interior of Russia is still closed against all Jews, 
with the exception of artizans and those educated in the higher schools. Recall- 
ing the days of the Pharaohs, they are still confined as to their Goshen to certain 
districts along the boundaries whereiu not a trace of a free communal life capa- 
ple of development is descernible, the community detesting every coporative con- 
stitution. Compressed to such a degree as to form the numerical majority in most 
cities, there exists there a competition among them which beggars all description. 
The consequenee is indescribable misery, the overflow of which we here in Germany 
receive ip the shape of swarms of Jewish Polish and Russian beggars. The 
charity of the well-to-do class seeks to check this evil, but gets paralysed, in 
consequence of the gigantic dimensions which the absence of all means to obtain 


a livelihood has latterly assumed. In addition, charitable aid gets still more | 


restricted, through the necessity of covering over all benevolent institutions 


with the mantle of secrecy, as the sanction for them, which must be obtained | 


from the government before they can come into operation, is, as a rule, refused. 
In many places the Jews have in vain solicited permission to establish industrial 
schoo]s out of their own means Thus the crowd of idlers and mischief-makers 


is increasing in truly alarming proportions. They are systematically being | 


deprived of all sympathies, in order to be able to justify the hardships of which 


they become victims, as clearly shown by publications and the word of mouth. © 


The attempts made at colonising them bear too openly the impress of pre- 
cariousness to lead to lasting and satisfactory results. 
tions and extortions on the part of the subordinate officials, we will only mention 
one instance. Thirty years ago a tax on lights was introduced, consisting of about 


fifteen copecks to be paid per head, and which is a commutation of a tax which © 


had originally to be paid for all lights burnt on the Sabbath eve. From this tax 


the cost of schools was to be defrayed, and scholarships in aid of poor Jewish 


students in superior schools were to be founded. In addition, the Jews had also 
to defray all the cost of their religious worship, which, on account of their 
orthodoxy, is enormous. Only a very small amount of this tax, of which an 
account has never been rendered, is being employed for the purpose for which 
it is raised; and although the rabbinical schools have been abolished several years 
ago—only a very insignificant institution of this sort is still in existence at Wilna 
—and the scholarships for Jewish students are constantly being reduced, yet the 
tax, which has become purposeless, still remains in force. When some time ago 
several poor Jewish congregations petitioned the Minister of the Interior to free 
them from this burden, such presumption was strictly forbidden them in future. 
It is estimated that the sum thus levied upon the Jews must now amount to at 
Jeast fifty millions of roubles. Should it occur in our days—a thing most 
unlikely in the present time—that a despot of Morocco should extort a couple 
of thousand ducats from some ghetto, a cry of indignation.at such an act of 
violence would be raised all over the civilized world. However, the system 
described withdraws itself from the public gaze, being hidden away in the 
numerous folds of history. It is certainly easier for a cry of distress to reach us 
from Morocco than from Russia, whither not even the far spread activity of the 
Alliance Israelite can penetrate.”

JEWS’ EMIGRATION SOCIETY. 


TWENTY-FOURTH ANNUAL REPORT. 


IN presenting the Twenty-fourth Annual Report of the Jews’ Emigration Society, the 
Committee beg to state that during the past year they have selected as objects of charitable 
assistance 70 families, consisting of 211 persona, at a total cost of £557 8s. 8d., which 
amount has been chiefly devoted to the partial payment of the passages of emigrants. Of 
the entire number thus aided, 7 persons sailed for the Australian Colonies, 4 for the Cape, 


173 for Canada and the United States of America, and 27 to various places, 


The Committee have deemed it expedient to limit their choice of applicants for peou- 
niary help to persons who have been invited by friends or relatives to join them abroad, 
and who have resided in this country for ten years, This rule they have observed as a 
guarantee of good faith, and in order that the funds of the Society should be so discrimi- 
nately expended as to enable deserving emigrants to procure a permanent livelihood in the 
land of their adoption. As might have been expected, the protracted depression of trade 
has occasioned a considerable augmentation in the number of applicants during the past 


twelve months, and the Committee have to express regret that in many instances they were — 


compelled, by the limited resources at their command, to decline applications for aid from 
persons whom they would otherwise have wil'ingly assisted. 
Three thousand seven hundred and ninety-two individuals have, through the instra- 
mentality of the Society, been afforded, by emigration, a fresh start in life, and it is grati- 
fying to record that for the most part they have succeeded in improving their condition 
by the change. The Committee feel assurei that if the claims of this useful institution 
were duly entertained by the wealthy and philanthtopic members of our community, its
